Claims 1-13 are pending in the application. In response to the election/restriction 
requirement set forth in the above-identified Office Action, the Applicants hereby elect Species I, 
claims 1-9, and Applicants believe at least independent claim 1 is generic to all three species. 

Applicants respectfully traverse this restriction requirement and respectfully request 
withdrawal thereof as the inventions of Species I, II, and III, as identified by the Examiner are 
sufficiently related, and examination of these inventions does not create a serious burden on the 
Examiner. Still further, the undersigned submits that even if the election of species requirement 
is proper, 37 CFR § 1.141 provides that a reasonable number of species may nevertheless be 
claimed, and therefore searched, in one application. MPEP § 806.04(a). 

If the Examiner denies the request for reconsideration, The Applicants respectfully 
submits that upon allowance of generic claim 1, they will be entitled to consideration of claims 
drawn to species II and III.
